Earnest and affab le, he arrived 
late yesterday on the liner Aqui- 
tania, b oarded a cutter at Quaran­ 
tine in the rain, and was rushed 
to the b allroom of the Waldorf 
Astoria hotel where 4,000 persons, 
including many leading industrial­ 
ists were attending 
the annual 
dinner of the National Association 
of Manufacturers. 
ITiere, 
the 
handsome, 
young 
statesman made his first pub lic 
appearance in the United States 
w’here his great-great-grandfather, 
Rob ert Eden, had presided as last 
colonial governor of Mar\'land b e­ 
fore the American revolution. His 
defense of Democratic rights and 
principles w'as spirited. 
He dis­ 
cussed the Englishman's place in 
the “gathering storms" of w'orld 
strife b ut did not attem pt to pres­ 
crib e any course of action for the 
United States. 
Of Great Britain ne said: 
"We 


know that w'e are destined in our 
land and in our generation to live 
in a period of emergency of w'hich 
none can see the end. If through­ 
out that testing time, however 
long or short it b e, we hold fast to 
our faith, cradle it in stone, and 
set steel to defend it, w'e can yet 
hand on our Inheritance of free­ 
dom intact to the generations that 
are to come.” 
He spoke of conflicting ideol­ 
ogies, of "a new' form of idolatry; 
the w'orship of the state,” b ut he 
mentioned no totalitarian countrx' 
b y name. 
Touching on a question that 
seemed uppermost in his audi­ 
ence’s minds, he said "England is 
not seeking to lure others to pull 
our chestnuts from the fire.” 
When he said his visit here "has 
no political significance whatso­ 
ever,” the audience roared with 
laughter.

crime, like murder. 
Th e commandment reads: “Th ou 
sh alt not cov et 
th y 
neigh bor's 
h ouse, th ou sh alt not cov et th y 
neigh bor’s wife, nor h is m anser­ 
v ant, nor h is m aidserv ant, nor h is 
ox , nor h is ass, any th ing th at 
is th y neigh bor’s.” 
In th ese times we w’ould add 
automobiles, sm art cloth es, etc. It 
takes an unselfish p erson to be 
glad oth ers h av e nice th ings and 
not be env ious. 
It is a sp irit for 
wh ich we m ust striv e. Boy s and 
girls, men and women, env y th eir 
neigh bors’ success in sch ool, at 
games, in society , as well as tang­ 
ible th ings like cloth es and auto­ 
mobiles. 
Th e lesson tells of Jesus being 
ap p roach ed by a man wh o asked 
Him to sp eak to h is broth er and 
make h im div ide up h is inh erit­ 
ance with h im. 
Jesus’ answer to 
th at was, “Man, wh o made me a 
judge or div ider ov er y ou ?” And 
th en He said: “Take h eed, and be­ 
ware of cov etousness; for a man’s 
life consisteth not in th e abund­ 
ance of th e th ings wh ich h e p os- 
sesseth .” 
Th en He sp oke a p arable to 
th em, telling th em about a man 
wrh o wras blessed with abundant 
crop s. He h ad so much h e h ardly 
knew wh at to do with it. So h e 
said to h imself th at h e would tear 
down h is barns and build larger 
ones. Th en h e w’ould make a great 
feast and say to h is soul, “Soul, 
th ou h ast much goods laid up for 
many y ears; take th ine ease, eat, 
drink and be m erry .” 
But God told h im h e w’as foolish 
to talk like th at. T h at v ery nigh t 
h is soul m igh t be required of h im, 
and th en w h at good w’ould th e 
abundant h arv est do h im? 
L ater on in th e lesson, Paul tells 
us th at h e believ es money is th e 
root of all ev il. It can be th e root 
of a great deal of good, we know, 
if we use it to good ends and do 
not just h oard it for its own sake. 
In 1 Kings, th e 21st ch ap ter, is 
told th e sad story of Ah ab, w’h o 
committed m urder th at h e migh t 
get h is neigh bor’s v iney ard wh ich 
h e cov eted. 
Ah ab was king of 
Samaria, and h is w’ife’s name w’as 
Jezebel. 
Th ey h ad a neigh bor, 
Naboth , wh o h ad a v iney ard th at 
Ah ab wanted. He asketh Naboth to 
sell it to h im, eith er for money or 
for anoth er v iney ard. But Naboth 
h ad inh erited it from h is p eop le 
and did not want to p art with it. 
A fter talking to Naboth , Ah ab 
went h ome v ery disap p ointed and 
angry . He th rew h imself on h is 
bed and refused to eat h is ev ening 
meal. His wife asked h im wh at th e 
m atter was. and wh en h e told h er, 
sh e said, “Arise and eat bread, 
and let th ine h eart be merry . 
I 
will giv e th ee 
th e 
v iney ard of 
Naboth th e Jezelite.” 
Th en w’h at did th is wicked wo­ 
man do but w rite some letters in 
h er h usband’s name and sign th em 
with h is seal. In th em sh e told cer­ 
tain ones to p roclaim a fast and 
set Naboth on h igh among th e 
p eop le. Th en sh e told th em to h av e 
two men come and say , “Naboth 
does blasp h eme God and th e king.” 
Th en sh e said th ey sh ould take 
Naboth out and stone h im to 
death . 
Well, it w’as all done as sh e di­ 
rected, and p oor Naboth h ad no 
ch ance to defend h imself but was

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killed and his v iney ard g iv en to 
Ahab. 
But Elisha, the pro phet, heard 
o f it, and he to ld Ahab that be­ 
cause he had allo wed J ezebel to do 
this thing he wo uld die in his 
chario t and the do g s sho uld lick 
his blo o d, and J ezebel sho uld also 
die a dreadful death. 
Ahab to re 
his clo thes, put o n sackclo th nex t 
his flesh, fasted and lay in sack­ 
clo th, and “ went so ftly .” So g en­ 
uinely so rry did he seem that 
Elisha said he wo uld no t punish 
him, but his so n sho uld suffer, and 
J ezebel sho uld die as he said.

THIS LESSON takes the last 
commandment, 
“Thou shall not 
covet,” and show^s how this sin can 
not only m ake us very unhappy 
but can even make us commit a 
crime, like murder. 
The commandment reads: “Thou 
shalt not covet 
thy 
neighbor’s 
house, thou shalt not covet thy 
neighbor's wife, nor his m anser­ 
vant, nor his maidservant, nor his 
ox, nor his ass, anything th at 
is thy neighbor’s.” 
In these times we would add 
automobiles, sm art clothes, etc. It 
takes an unselfish person to be 
glad others have nice things and 
not be envious. 
It is a spirit for 
w’hich w’e m ust strive. Boys and 
girls, men and women, envy their 
neighbors’ success in school, at 
games, in society, as well as tang­ 
ible things like clothes and auto­ 
mobiles. 
The lesson tells of Jesus being 
approached by a man who asked 
Him to speak to his brother and 
make him divide up his inherit­ 
ance w ith him. 
Jesus’ answer to 
that u'as, “Man, who made roe a 
judge or divider over you?” And 
then He said: “Take heed, and be­ 
ware of covetousness; for a m an’s 
life consistent not in the abund­ 
ance of the things which he pos­ 
sessed .” 
Then He spoke a parable to 
them, telling them about a man 
who was blessed with abundant 
crops. He had so much he hardly 
knew w hat to do with it. So he 
said to himself that he would tear 
down his barns and build larger 
ones. Then he w’ould make a great 
feast and say to his soul. “Soul, 
thou hast much goods laid up for 
many years; take thine ease, eat, 
drink and be merry.” 
But God told him he was foolish 
to talk like that. That very night 
his soul m ight be required of him, 
and then w hat good would the 
abundant harvest do him? 
L ater on in the lesson, Paul tells 
us th at he believes money is the 
root of all evil. It can be the root 
of a great deal of good, we know, 
if we use it to good ends and do 
not just hoard it for its own sake. 
In I Kings, the 21st chapter, is 
told the sad story of Ahab, w'ho 
committed m urder that he m ight 
get his neighbor’s vineyard which 
he coveted. 
Ahab was king of 
Samaria, and his w-ife’s name w^as 
Jezebel. 
They had a neighbor, 
Naboth, who had a vineyard th at 


killed and his vineyard given to 
Ahab. 
But Elisha, the prophet, heard 
of it, and he told Ahab that be­ 
cause he had allowed Jezebel to do 
this thing he would die In his 
chariot and the dogs should lick 
his blood, and Jezebel should also 
die a dreadful death. 
Ahab tore 
his clothes, put on sackcloth next 
his flesh, fasted and lay in sack­ 
cloth, and “went softly.” So gen­ 
uinely sorry did he seem that 
Elisha said he would not punish 
him. but his son should suffer, and 
Jezebel should die as he said. 
It all came to pass as Elisha 
prophesied. The son died in battle 
and Jezebel was killed by enemies 
of her son, even as it w’as spoken. 
So you see to w’hat lengths people 
may go when they become covet­ 
ous, and how possession of w hat 
they covet may bring them much 
misery instead of joy.

CAN FRANCISCO — Th is State, famous 


for its sunsh ine, labor strikes, Tom 
Mooney , and Th irty Dollars Ev ery Th urs­ 
day , h as dev elop ed two men, still na­ 
tionally obscure, wh o working beh ind th e 
scenes can take some resp onsibility for all 
of th e abov e— ex cep t th e sunsh ine. 
Both h ap p en to bo newsp ap er editors. 
One is Paul Smith of Th e San Francisco 
Ch ronicle, wh o recently amazed California 
by settling th e wareh ousemen’s strike. 
Th e oth er is Manch ester Boddy of Th e 
Los Angeles News, of more mateur v int­ 
age, wh o h ad a lot to do with th e election 
of California’s “ Ham and Eggs" Senator 


and Gov ernor. 
Until th e wareh ousemen’s strike th is 
y ear, Paul Smith of San Francisco was 
ch iefly famous for being a friend both 
of Herbert Iloov er and Harry Bridges, and 
for h av ing crammed more into h is y oung 
life th an almost any oth er newsp ap erman 
in a p rofession any th ing but h umdrum. 
Before h e entered th e newsp ap er field 
at th e age of 24, Smith h ad been a h obo, 
an I. W. W. lumberjack, gold p rosp ector, 
artich oke canner, sp orts sh op p rop rietor 
and bond salesman. 
It was th e latter 
occup ation wh ich jump ed h im to th e fi­ 
nancial editorsh ip of Th e San Francisco 
Ch ronicle during th e bank h oliday of 19 33, 
and wh ich in turn brough t h im to th e at­ 
tention of Herbert Hoov er. 
Hoov er liked 
some of th e th ings Smith wrote about 
Roosev elt’s h andling of th e banks, and th ey 
became friends. 
Th at friendsh ip h as continued desp ite 
Smith ’s 
simultaneous 
friendsh ip 
with 
Harry Bridges and th e fact th at h is edi­ 
torial p olicy generally is p ro-labor. 
Last 
summer, Smith accomp anied Hoov er to 
Europ e as h is close friend and adv iser. 
Ev en before th is, it was an offer from 
Hoov er to be h is p ersonal secretary th at 
caused th e Ch ronicle to counter-bid by p ro­ 
moting Smith to general manager at th e 
age of 26. 


REARED IN PANIC 
Smith was born in Seattle, and it is 
interesting th at Los Angeles’ crusading 
editor, Manch ester Boddy , also was born 
near Seattle, also began h is life th e “ h ard 
way .’’ 
After sev eral y ears as a y oung 
miner in Montana, h e became a book 
salesman, th en joined th e Mid-Week Pic­ 
torial p ublish ed by Th e New York Times, 
was gassed in th e War, and afterwards 
came to California for h is h ealth . 
Th ere h e h elp ed p ublish a p ictorial 
magazine for Th e Los Angeles Times, and 
wh en Cornelius Vanderbilt finally h ad to 
let Th e Los Angeles News go at a bank­ 
rup tcy sale, Boddy raised th e money to 
buy it in. 
“Th e News,’’ say s Boddy , “ was con­ 
ceiv ed in inequity , born in bankrup tcy , 
reared in p anic and refinanced ev ery six 
month s.” 
Nev erth eless, Boddy h as now been able 
to add a second newsp ap er, and th is fall 
p lay ed an imp ortant p art in swinging th e 
large block of South ern California v otes 
wh ich gav e th e New Deal a Democratic 
Gov ernor and sent Sh eridan Downey to th e 
United States Senate.

DIET AND HEALTH

Fear of Sickness Often Causes of It 


By LOGAN CLENDENING. M. D. 


ONE OF th e most common causes 
of illness is fear of sickness itself. 
Unscrup ulous doctors fatten on th e 
v ictim of such fears. Often th e most 
th orough -going ex amination by a 
comp etent diagnostician fails to re­ 
liev e th e anx iety . If one fear is al­ 
lay ed, anoth er sp rings up 
to take its 
p lace. Moth ers, esp ecially , are con­ 
stantly h aunted by th e fear of ill­ 
ness in th eir ch ildren. Not content 
with administering to th e ch ild all 
th e v accines and antitox ins that th e

most enth usiastic h y gienist could 
suggest, on th e sligh test p retex t 
th ey wish th e ch ild p ut to bed and 
dosed. 
Th e dread of sickness is much 
worse th an a st'ff brush with sick­ 
ness itself. Th e moth er is in dan­ 
ger of giv ing h er ch ild an inv alid 
reaction wh ich can warp and em­ 
bitter life more th an sickness. A 
lusty ch ild may rebound from th ese 
cares in h is beh alf, but many a one 
of th em is bent to th e p arental mold 
and lay s th e foundation for life­ 
long inv alidism. 


Related to Inh ibitions 


Th ese fears or p h obias are close­ 
ly related to th e inh ibitions. Th e in­ 
cap acity for action and decision 
giv es ev idence of a greater lower­ 
ing of nerv ous p otential th an does 
th e imp ulsion. Th ese cases are also 
difficult to treat once an inh ibition 
gets started. It is easier to control 
a force th an to create one. 
As th ese neuroses p roceed th ey 
become p rogressiv ely more difficult 
to treat. Th e v ictims are less ac­ 
cessible to suggestion and p ersua­ 
sion, less cap able of an ordered life. 
Th e p araly sis and anaesth esia of 
th e greed-neuroses are not v ery far 
from th e delusions of p ersecution 
often conjured up by th e p aranoiac 
to justify h is weakness. 


Can’t Distinguish 


Th ere are no definite criteria by 


wh ich th e insane can be distin­ 
guish ed from th e sane. In dreams 
one is quite insane. One is lost to 
th e sense of p rop ortion and reality . 
In dreams one h as h allucinations, 
h ears voices, is unreasonably liv ely 
or is filled with dread or h orror; one 
fancies oneself to be a great and 
distinguish ed p ersonage, or suffers 
unsp eakable h umiliations. 
So in waking life, th e line be­ 
tween sanity and insanity is often 
v ery narrow, and no one on earth is 
able to say wh eth er a p erson wh o 
ex h ibits eccentricity is really tech ­ 
nically insane or not. 
And we may come back to th e 
th esis with wh ich we began th e se­ 
ries th is week and say it is equally 
imp ossible in th ese p eop le to state 
wh eth er th e body is more affected 
th an th e mind. Certainly treatm ent 
or reh abilitation demands measures 
wh ich are direct i towards th e body 
as well as towards th e mind th at 
controls it.

AN FRANCISCO — This State, famous 


for its sunshine, labor strikes, Tom 
Mooney, and Thirty Dollars Every Thurs­ 
day, has developed two men. still na­ 
tionally obscure, who working behind the 
scenes can take some responsibility for all 
of the above— except the sunshine. 
Both happen to be newspaper editors. 
One is Paul Smith of The San Francisco 
Chronicle, who recently amazed California 
by settling the warehousemen’s strike. 
The other is Manchester Boddy of The 
Los Angeles News, of more mateur vint­ 
age, who had a lot to do with the election 
of California’s “Ham and Eggs’’ Senator 
and Governor. 
Until the warehousemen’s s trik e this 
year, Paul Smith of San Francisco was 
chiefly famous for being a friend both 
of Herbert Hoover and Harry Bridges, and 
for having crammed more into his young 
life than almost any other newspaperman 
in a profession anything but humdrum. 
Before he entered the newspaper field 
at the age of 24, Smith had been a hobo, 
an I. W. W. lumberjack, gold prospector, 
artichoke canner, sports shop proprietor 
and bond salesman. 
It was the latter 
occupation which jumped him to the fi­ 
nancial editorship of The San Francisco 
Chronicle during the bank holiday of 1933, 
and which in turn brought him to the at­ 
tention of Herbert Hoover. 
Hoover liked 
some of the things Smith wrote about 
Roosevelt’s handling of the banks, and they 
became friends. 
That friendship has continued despite 
Smith’s 
simultaneous 
friendship 
with 
Harry Bridges and the fact that his edi­ 
torial policy generally is pro-labor, 
Last 
summer, Smith accompanied Hoover to 
Europe as his close friend and adviser. 
Even before this, it was an offer from 
Hoover to be his personal secretary that 
caused the Chronicle to counter-bid by pro­ 
moting Smith to general m anager a1 the 
age of 26.

ONE OF the most common causes 
of illness is fear of sickness itself.

If one fear is al­ 
layed, another springs up to take its 
place. Mothers, especially, are con­ 
stantly haunted by the fear of ill­ 
ness in their children.

REARED IN PANIC

most enthusiastic hygienist could 
suggest, on the slightest pretext 
they wish the child put to bed and 
dosed. 
The dread of sickness is much 
worse than a stiff brush with sick­ 
ness itself. The mother is in dan­ 
ger of giving her child an invalid 
reaction which can warp and em ­ 
b itter life more than sickness. A 
lusty child may rebound from these 
cares in his behalf, but many a one 
of them is bent to the parental mold 
and lays the foundation for life­ 
long invalidism. 
Related to Inhibitions 
These fears or phobias are close­ 
ly related to the inhibitions. The in­ 
capacity for action and decision 
gives evidence of a greater lower­ 
ing of nervous potential than does 
the impulsion. These cases are also 
difficult to treat once an inhibition 
gets started. It is easier to control 
a force than to create one. 
As these neuroses proceed they 
become progressively more difficult 
to treat. The victims are less ac­ 
cessible to suggestion and persua­ 
sion, less capable of an ordered life. 
The paralysis and anaesthesia of 
the greed-neuroses are not very far 
from the delusions of persecution 
often conjured up by the paranoiac 
to justify his weakness. 
Can’t Distinguish 
There are no definite criteria by 


which the insane can be distin­ 
guished from the sane. In dreams 
one is quite insane. One is lost to 
the sense of proportion and reality. 
In dreams one has hallucinations, 
hears voices, is unreasonably lively 
or is filled with dread or horror; one 
fancies oneself to be a great and 
distinguished personage, or suffers 
unspeakable humiliations. 
So in waking life, the line be­ 
tween sanity and insanity is often 
very narrow, and no one on earth is 
able to say whether a person who 
exhibits eccentricity is really tech­ 
nically insane or not. 
And we may come back to the 
thesis with which we began the se­ 
ries this week and say it is equally 
impossible in these people to state 
whether the body is more affected 
than the mind.

The new’ project will in­ 
clude about 200 miles of lines in 
the county serving an estimated 
600 customers.

Practically all construction work, 
with the exception of some exten­ 
sions, has been completed in the 
eastern portion of the county, the 
manager announced. 
He estim at­ 
ed about IOO farm homes are re­ 
ceiving service in the eastern por­ 
tion of the county at present. This 
number represents about half of 
those to receive service. Lines will 
be energized as rapidly as possible 
in the eastern section, Mr. Kindler 
said. 
“They will have service by 
Christmas.’' he said.
